REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Patel et al, U.S. Patent No. 6,248,363, discloses a solid pharmaceutical 
composition comprising a solid carrier, an encapsulation coating that contains a 
hydrophilic surfactant, an active ingredient, and a lipophilic surfactant (see abstract and 
col. 2, lines 58-67). However, patentee differs from applicant in that Patel et al does not 
teach or suggest in general a water-dispersible particulate composition that contains 
0.01 -1 5% by weight of a sparingly water-soluble compound and 85-99.99% of the 
specific particulatable lipid-based carrier that is required in the instant claims. 

Accordingly, the claims viewed as a whole would not have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention after viewing the prior art of record.
